GENOA, May 17.--The Hague has been definitely selected as the meeting-place for the experts 
who will further examine the Russian problem, it was announced tonight. Arrangements for The 
Hague conference in June were practicaliy completed with today’s acceptanco by the Russians of the 
proposals submitted to them, which have been amended so as to provide that a truce between the 
various powers will continue for a maximum of eight months. 

A meeting of the full political commission of the conference will be held tomorrow morning and 
the final plenary session probably on Friday. Premier Lloyd George hopes to start for England Fri 
day afternoon.

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When Consent Fails 

Try Compulsion. 


The Toronto Globe is afraid that 
if the Crow's Nest Pass agreement 
is allowed to come into effect again 
the railways will lose so much 
revenue that the eastern provinces 
cannot hope to get a correspond- 
ing reduction in rates. 

If this sort of reasoning were 
good what has it to do with the 
case? A contract is a contract. 
If it were in favor of the railways 
and not the public, there would be 
no doubt about that. The people 
who have put money and time and 
hopes into farms and _ business 
enterprises in Western Canada 
under certain definitely guaran- 
teed conditions are entitled to have 
that pledge of the national Gov- 
ernment fulfilled... The more so 
because unless it is substantially 
fulfilled Parliament will be a 
party to preventing them making 
a fair return on their investment; 
perhaps even making a living. 

Whatever is the case as regards 
the Eastern provinces, the West 
cannot carry on under the present 
freight rates:-°Tre* thing “is not 
practically possible, agreement or 
no agreement. Rates must come 
down or agriculture in Western 
Canada will wither up and every 
other interest in the country will 
starve in consequence. Not only 
the business interests of Western 
Canada will suffer but as well 
those of the Eastern provinces. 
Canada cannot be prosperous un- 
less the Western farmer has a 
profit, on his erop, and he cannot 
have a profit on his crop while the 
vailways demand the present 
charges for hauling out grain and 
other bulky products which he 
must sell on the other side of the 
ocean in competition with the 
products of every other exporting 
farming country on earth. East- 
ern Canada might be fairly well 
off, even if its industrial establish- 
ments were able to sell their pro- 
ducts to Western farmers. But 
the West cannot buy unless the 
freight rates on its exports come 
down, As between the two, it 
would pay the Eastern provinces 
better to allow the West favorable 
discrimination in rates rather than 
to insist upon equalization if 
equalization meant keeping west- 
ern rates at anything near the 
present level. 

But the notion that reduced 
rates would mean heavily reduced 
revenue to the railways is not un- 
questionable. It might mean ex- 
actly the contrary immediately, 
and would certainly mean that in 
the not very remote future. There 
is a point at which inereased 
freight rates kill business. That 
point was reached and _ passed 
when the present schedules were 
applied. And the trend of things 
in the meantime has had the same 
effect as though rates had been 
boosted still higher. The selling 
prices of farm products have de- 
clined within the last two years. 
As the prices have gone down the 
burden of the freight rates upon 
the farmer has gone up, even 
while the charge per hundred 
pounds stood unchanged. It 
amounts to precisely the same 
thing whether wheat prices stand 
pat while freight rates go up or 
whether wheat prices decline 
while freight rates do not. The 
net result is to leave the man who 
grew the wheat with less money in 
his pocket; and when either pro- 
cess is carried far enough it means 
that his pocket is empty, his pur- 
chasing power wiped out, and 
that the factories which supply 
his wants must elose down for 
leck of orders.

In the 
former case the Railway Commis- 
sion will be faced by the fact that 
it must either order a correspond- 
ing reduction in the rates in East- 
ern Canada or take the responsibil- 
ity for an indefensible discrimina- 
tion against that half of the Do- 
minion, In the other case, both 
Eastern and Western Canada will 
have to plead with the Commission 
for reductions—which the Com- 
mission has shown itself only a 
degree less willing to grant than 
the railway managements.
